LEGAL BAN ON ANTI-RACIAL ACTIVITIES ? 


{By our Political Correspondent| 


The growth of anti-Semitic activities, particularly 
in North-West London, is leading many M-P.s to 
believe that special legislaion should be brought 
into Parliament for the specific purpose of making 
all anti-racial activities illegal 

So far. the Home Office has maintained that the 
Government already have adequate powers to deal 
with the situation. A special branch of the Home 
Office is charged with investigating these activities. 
But the police cannot take action against anti-racra! 
propaganda as such. hey have to prosecute in 
general terms when they can prove a threat of 
violence Or an incitement to a breach of 
the peace. 


The Home Offee appears to be working on the 
theory that it would be a tactical mistake to make 
martyrs of and give publicity to small and prelativels 
insignificant groups of Fascists. But the persistence 
of anti-Semitic activities convinces many M.P.« that 
special action is needed. 

The accumulating evidence makes it clear that the 
Fascist groups operating m NorthWest London 
comprise not only young hooligans. Their propa- 
ganda ss organised on a scale which musi cost 
considerable sums in printing and postage. 

Mrs. Barabara Ayrton-Gould, M.-P. for North 
Hendon, has been receiving as many as three 
threatening letters a week. kt is known that more 


than 200 persons in this area have received similar 
threatening letters,

CYPRUS QUOTA RESTORED 
1.175 Refugees Reach Palestine 


The quota of Jewish immigrants in Cyprus to be 
transferred to Palestine, which was reduced last 
month by the Palestine Government because some 
refugees were alleged to have avoided deportation 
to Cyprus, has been restored. The reduction 
of the quota, it will be recalled, led to demon- 
strations in the Caraolos camp during which one 
refugee was killed and seven wounced.

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JEWS IN THE HISTORY OF CHESS 


By J 


Chess very probably first became known and 
popular in Central Europe and Italy some cen- 
curies before the Crusades through the dium 
of the Jews That is a hy pothesis never p claimed 
up to now, 4s far as I know, but I think it may 
be proved on the results of chess historical! 
research 

The antiquity of chess was for merly very much 
over-estimated. It is true that Homer—that is 
more than 800 years B.CE 
wooers of Penelope were fond of board-cames as 
a pastime, and on a very ancient Egyptian papyrus 
is to be seen the picture of people playing a board 
game. But all that may only serve as evidence 
of the great age of games played with a board 
and it can by no means be claimed that thes 
games were chess or the predecessors of chess 

There seems to be little dowbt that chess wae 
invented in India no earlier than about $70 c. 
From India itt very soon spread to Persia and ther: 
the Arabs, who conquered that country in 640 
hecame acquainted with it. As a result chess beea: 
ts first flourishing period Ihe Arabs at once 
developed a really passionate enthusiasm for the 
ingenious and Complicated game. This is show: 
by the tradition, most surprising to us. that as 
early as the beginning of the ei®hth century an 
Arab, named Said ibn Jubair, played severa! 
hiindfold games simultancously. 

There can thus be hardly any doubt that the 
Arabs, in the course of theit further conquests 
took their favourite game to North Africa and 
»( the beginning of the ciehth century. also to 
Spain, where many Jewish Communities had been 
established for a long tme. The relations between 
these and the Arabs were comparatively friend), 
all the time and they soon came into close relation- 
ship socially and spiritually. In these circum 
stances it is quite obvious that the Jews in Spain 
sooner or later must have become ftamilia with 
the game of chess.

An “tTIron Curtain’ 


The difference in religion, however,.always acted 
as an “iron curtam ” between the Chris Da 
of Europe and the Mohammedans in Spa ft 
very unlikely, therefore, that the knowledg: hi 
came to France directly from the Arabs.

ing the whole of the Middle Ages there was vy: 
closé personal contact chiefly through the mediun 
of commerce. between all the Jewish communiti 
in Evrope and even those in the Orient. At that 
time Jewry was the international element in the 
civilised world. Therefore, in my opinion. it ‘is 
ilmost certain that a ganre so [fascinating as chess 
and so much played by the Jews in Spain quickly 
found its way to the Jews living in the neighbouring 
country of France and thence to Germany and 
italy, 

A rather long poem in Hebrew describing and 
praising the game of chess appeared in Spain 
1167 Ihe authorship is atiributed to. Abraham 
ibn Ezra, whose name is well known m Spanish- 
Jewish literature. lt is actually the first chess 
hook published in Europe. But chess m also men- 
tioned by Solomon bar Isaac (Rashi). who died in 
Worms in tl04, which shows that it was popular 
among the Jews in Garmany even before the 
( rusades. 

Other notable Jewish authors in medieval chess 
literature include Moses Azan (1350). Bonsenio: 
ibn Yachva (Mantua. 1558). Solomon ben Maz- 
raltob (1513-1549), who published chess poems, and 
Hirsch Baruch.-a German Jew. who wrote a 
Schachtraktat Treatise on Chess

OIL AND ARABS 
Key to Powers’ Middle East 


Policy 
[By a Curonicte Reporter) 


The interest at present being shown by the 
Great Powers in the Middle East was very different 
irom what it was before the recent war, before 
the first world war, and from what it was when 
Napoleon conquered Egypt and failed to get into 
Acre gaol, declared Mr. Jon Kimche, Editor of 
THe Tripune, at the Anelo-Palestinian Club on 
Thursday of last week, when he spoke on ~ Oil 
and Arabs.” 

[t was in December, 1943, he said, that the 
crucial turning point came, when, at the conlerence 
in Teheran between Churchill, Sialin, and Roose- 
velt, Stalin stressed the importance of the oi in 
the Middle East to Russia and the need for a 
three-Power agreement by which that rich store 
Ol oil could be shared equitably by all three 
Roosevelt rejected the proposal 

Next, there was the famous meeting between 
Roosevelt and Ibn Saud. when Roosevelt, having 
ccome alive to the importance of oil, gave ibn 
Saud certain promises which materially altered 
American policy towards the Middle East and 

alestine. 

On Roosevelt's return home, said Mr. Kimche, 
4 Senate report was presented to him on the posi- 
tion of American oil. The report stated that 
America would be increasingly short of oi! after 
the war and would need fresh sources outside the 
Western hemisphere and. that the only available 
source was the Middle East. The author of that 
report was Senator Truman, so that President 
Truman's interest in oi! was neither recent nor 
Superficial. 

Russia had submitted figures at Teheran to show 
that their oil production had been drastically 
reduced because of the war. They were getting 
little more from the Urals than the Americans were 
Oe from Saudi Arabia, and were short of 
¥,000,000 tons a year to meet their barest require- 
ments. They had to find an alternative source of 
Supply, and that was why Russia was so interested. 

America’s position, Mr. Kimche said, was 
Somewhat different. They had enormous stocks 
Ol oil, and seemingly ought to have had enough. 
The most recent estimates, however, showed that 
i about 15 years’ time the Americans would be 


short of petrol oi! for their undustries, their motor 
cars, afd for miliary purposes Altogether, they 
would need by 1960) ISO 000.000 tons of 
a- year 

lurning to the world oil position, Mr. Kimche 
said that of the known reserves about 3,000,000 000 
tons. were in the U.S.A., about 1,300,000,000 tons 
in Central and South America, about 1,000,000.000 
ions in Russia. and 4,000.000,000 in tran, lrag 
and Saudi Arabia. “That meant that of the know: 
sources of oil stpply outside Russia and 
America 75 per cent. were in the Middle East. the 
only area from which the Americans could get oi! 
to maintain thei strength. Moreover, the oil in 
the Middle East was cheapet and easier to get at 
than any other oil 

So, said Mr. §imche. the Middle East had 
become a serious factor in powell poliuics Ihe 
people who controlled the oil were backward peopk 
in an undeveloped country and superficially the 
picture was of an imperial power exploiting them 
But it was not just a case of some big company 
getting in and making quick profits 

Mr. Kimche went on to describe the transiorma- 
tion of the Middle Eastern countries. tbn Saud 
was planning to build a railway across Arabia and 
to reconstruct the old Hajiz railway. Over 760,000 
Arab nomads, who had never had a job betore, 
had found employment. A new kind of working 
class was being created which would remain neither 
stable nor static. 

The transformation that had taken place, said 
Mr. Kimche. was not only of society, but also of 
the minds of the people. The Left Wing move- 
ments—the progressive section of the Arab peoples 
-—had become the most nationalist, and were 
strongly opposed to Zionism. Those popular 
Movements were bound to make rapid progress 
Whatever happened at the United Nations, in 
Washington or London, the Arab National move- 
ment would become stronger and would turn 
against the imperialist intruders. = 

The Jewish Agency and the Jews in Palestine, 
he asserted, had to give serious consideration to 
what they must do in those circumstances. | 
tendency to concentrate only on the diplomatic 
aspect might lead them to under-rate the nationalist 
development. There might be no tmmediate way 
out. but there could be no satisfactory solution 
in Palestine unless the Jews were on good terms 
with the Arabs.

GERMAN VISITORS DENY 
DISCRIMINATION 


Jewish Equality At Universities 
[From a Correspondent] 


Discrimination—official and  non-official—be- 
tween “Aryan” and “non-Aryan™ students in 
German universities is practically non-exisient to- 
day, according to a party of five German professors 
and ten students who arrived last weck in Britain 
as guests of the International Student Service. The 
visitors, who are all from universities in the 
British zone of Germany, are making a four-wecks’ 
tour of universities in Britain. 

All were emphatic that Nazi ideologies had-bdeen 
almost completely eradicated from German youth, 
and when I expressed doubts, one of ghe professors 

‘S-yéar-old Rudolf Wille, Mechanics Professor 
at the Berlin Technical H:gh School, said that while 
a deep impression had been made by Nazism on 
a few, Nazi training had made German youth sus- 
ceptible to slogans and dogmas, and to-day their 
minds were berng directed for good instead of for 
evil. He thought that the racial discrimination 
question had been somewhat exaggerated, and said 
that to-day there was practically no feeling of this 
kind between students. As an example, he cited 
the recent election of many Jewish students to posi- 
tions tn the students” organisations, and in par- 
ticular he pointed to another member of the party, 
25-year-old Hans Bach, a “ half-Jew.” who 1s charr- 
man of the students’ representative council of 
Berlin Technical High School. 

Bach. an engineering student, told me he had 
served two and a half years in a German parachute 
corps until a Nazi edict forbade “ half-Jews ~ to 
serve in the German Forces, and he was placed 
in a special forced labour camp. Since the end 
of the war. his father, who is a Jew, had regained 
possession of a commodious flat, and, in common 
with Berlin's remaining 8,000 Jews, was, he de- 
clared, working and living a normal hfe. When 
| asked Bach if he felt secure in Germany, he 
looked at me wrth surprise. “Why not?” he 
asked, “I suffer no discrimination.”

CONDITION OF JEWS IN POLAND 


[By JewisH CHRONICLE Reporiteri 


Ihe reasons for anti-Semitism in Poland to-day 
were given to me in an interview by Lt.-Col. Dr. 
David. Kahane, senior Jewish Chaplain inthe 
Polish Army, in London this week 

Ihe reasons are:. the traditional. anti- 
Semitism of the Catholic Church, (2) the legacy 
of anti-Semitism left by the Polish Governments 
up to 1939, and (3) the antr-Semitism that had been 
propagated by General Anders 

But, said Col. Kahane, the present Government 
has taken strong measures to break it, though it 
does survive in a section of the population There 
are 100,000 Jews in-Poland, he said, of whom the 
majority are in Lower Silesia. with only 3,000 in 
Warsaw 

The position of Polish Jewry is much improved. 
A large number of Jews are officials, and there 
are a number of Jewish doctors, dentists and 
barristers. He spoke with appreciation of the help 
given to Polish Jewry by the Chief Rabbi's Emer- 


gency Council.

B’NAI B’RITH’S “ CIVIL 
LIBERTIES” DRIVE 


Anti-Discrimination Laws Urged 


A five-point programme of legislative action to 
protect civil rights was outlined at the Triennial 
Convention of the B'nai Brith in New York last 
weck by Mr. Justice Meir Stembrink, of the New 
York Supreme Court, National President of the 
Anti-Defamation League. He urged legislation to 
ban discrimination im employment and in educa- 
onal institutions; to protect the civil rights of 
minority groups; tO OUUlaw restrictive Covenants in 
real estate deeds; and to make it obligatory to dis- 
close the origins of defamatory Itterature. But he 
opposed “ group hbel legislation on the ground 
that the Anti-Defamation League was not con- 
vinced that effective measures could be drawn up 
to curb that evil that would not also be a threat 
to freedom of genuine discussion of public 
questions. 

Among the overseas delegates at the convention 
was Mr. M. Gordon Liverman, of London, who 
is a Past President of the British District Grand 
Lodge. Mr. Liverman, although praising the exisi- 
ing good relations between Chrisuans and Jews in 
Engiand, told the gathering that “ the situation in 
Palestine has contributed to an increase of bad 
feeling against the Jewish citizens of Great Britain.” 
He described the activities of Fascist and anti- 
Semitic groups and suggested that transmission of 
their propaganda through the mail should be 
regarded as a gross breach ot postal regulations. 

Mr. Frank Goldman, Vice-President of the B'nai 
B'rith (who was elected President), reported that the 
organisation's membership had grown to over 
200,000 at the beginning of fhis year, as compared 
with 100,000 three years ago. B'nai B'rith youth 
units in the United States, Canada, England, 
Australia, China, France, and Palestine had a total 
of 29.028 members, he reported, and the women’s 
groups included 95,000 members 

A special session was devoted to memorial 
services for the late Mr. Henry Monsky, who had 
been President of the B'nai Brith, 


HEBREW UNION COLLEGE'S 
NEW PRESIDENT 


Dr. Nelson Glueck, the internationally renowned 
archzologist and educationist, has been elected 
President of the Hebrew Union College, America’s 
oldest Jewish seminary 

He succeeds Dr. Julian Morgenstern, who 

~ requested several months ago 
i that he be granted retire- 
ment after having served as 
President since 1921. Dr. 
Morgenstern will continue to 
serve the College as Profes- 
sor of Bible exegesis and 
will devote much of his time 
to writing and research. 

Dr Glueck has served as 
Diregor of the American 
School of Oriental Research 
at Jerusalem, and from 1942.- 
47 as Field Director of the 
American School of Oriental 
Research at Bagdad Dr. 
Glueck’s explorations . and 
excavations have been de- 
scribed as having revolutionised the knowledge of 
Eastern Palestine in antiquity, and his completion 
of the archaeological exploration of the Trans- 
jordan marks the first time in history in which an 
entire land has been archacologically studied, 
square. mile for square mile, using the modern 
technique of pottery identification. 

Many sites mentioned in that area in the Bible 
were identified by him. He determined the precise 
territorial extent and boundaries of the ancient 
kingdoms of Edom, Moab, and Ammon, previously 
obscure: and in the excavation of the ruins of 
Solomon's seaport, he achieved the unearthing of 
the extensive remnants of the most elaborate copper 
smelting and refining works ever excavated 

Dr. Glueck was born in Cincinnati in 1900, and 
received his B.A. and the honorary LL.D. degrees 
at Cincinnati University. He was ordained as 
Rabbi at the Hebrew Union College in 1923.

A CHANGE IN THE LEBANON? 
Pro-Zionists May Win Election

According to well-informed political circles, the 
Parliamentary elections due to take place in the 
Lebanese Republic at the end of this month are 
of more than ordinary importance they will 
involve the regime itself, which dates from. th 
evenis of 1943 when the Lehanon broke with he 
policy of wolation. towards ner Arab neighbours 
and. rejectine the traditional friendship of France, 
entered the freld of State alliances, and inter 
national political imtrigue. 

Two parties, representing diametrically opposite 
policy contend tor power the Constitutional of 
Government Party. which has held office since 
1943. and which stands for total collaboration with 
the Arab countries and is prepared to offer all 
manner of economic concessions to the Anglo- 
American powers: and the National Party, headed 
by M. Emile Eddé, which aims to rally all the 
opposition forces in order io wrest powe}’r: from 
the Government coalition. The National Party is 
known for its moderate and liberal tendencies, 
and seeks above all to restore to the Lebanon ts 
pre-war character as a National Christian Home 
hased on the centuries-old friendship with France 
It rejects all collaboration with the neighbouring 
Arab States and shows great sympathy to the 
Zionist movement, which it regards as a natural 
ally amid the Moslem expanse of the Fast. It ts 
broadly supported by the Lebanese people, 
especially in the mountain districts, and its chance 
of victory is equal to that of its opponent. The 
Christian Maronite Community, who form the 
largest religious group in the Lebanon, together 
with the Maronite, Patriarch, and Archbishops, are 
solidly behind the National Party. These religious 
personages have always pares a leading part in 
the country’s political life, and their authority us 
immense. | 

An electoral victory by the National Party, which 
is considered probable, would bring about a 
radical change in Lebanese foreign policy. The 
1943 reeime would disappear forthwith and the 
Lebanon would resume its place as a centre of 
Western culture and refuge of learning and free- 
dom. breaking definitely with the East, and joining 
hands with the West, and with France in particular

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SHAVUOT 


WITH Shavuot, we reach the second of the three Pilgrim 
Festivals of the Jewish religious year. Seven wecks afte 
Passover, which proclaims the liberation of our ancestors 
from Egyptian slavery, their joyful acceptance of the 
Divine Law at Sinai 1s commemorated by the Feast of 
Weeks “ Let My people go that they may serve Me” : 
such is the message which denotes the indissoluble connec- 
tion between the Season of our Freedom and the Season 
of the Giving of: our Law Ihe connection between the 
two has also been brought home to us by the Counting of 
the Omer, which unites the Holy Days beginning and 
ending the grain-harvest in Eretz Yisracl. We are thus 
reminded of the spiritual and physical harvests upon which, 
did we make the right use of God's gifts, we could 
untailingly depend tor our sustenance. 


fhe two chapters from Exodus which form the Sidra 
for the first day of our Festival tell how Israel received 
the [Torah 1n trust tor mankind. “ For all the carth is Mine: 
and ye shall be unto Me a kingdom of priests and a holy 
nation. Ihe universality of this mission is frequently 
stressed by the Rabbinic commentators. They point out 
that this portion of Holy Writ is named after Jethro, a 


heathen priest of Midian, whose daughter Moses married, 


and who came to worship the God of Israel. The Divine 
words are said to have been translated into seventy 
languages so that all peoples should understand the 
messare It was designedly that the Torah was not piven 
m the Land of Israel, lest the other nations might disclaim 
any share in it. Rather was it given in the wilderness, and 
like the wilderness it is free and open to all comers 
without formalities or introductions ; all that wish to do so 
can enter into tt. Lhe Ten Commandments constitute a 
religious and moral code which’is not only the quintessence 
of the Mosaic Law but the foundation of modern civilisa- 
tion [heir validity is recognised far and wide, and 
disobedience to their behests must-spell the degeneration of 
mankind. Cannot the political and social failings of our 
times be traced to a reluctance, both by individuals and 
nations, to carry out the obligations enjoined by the 
Decaloguc Man's boasted scientific progress serves oniy 
to Dring into sharper relief the eternal significance of the 
Moral Law. Unless the sanctions of religion are regarded, 
humanity will contrive its own doom. “Only be strong 
and very courageous, to observe to do according to all the 
law, which Moses My servant commanded thee ; turn not 
from it to the right hand or to the left, that thou mayest 
have good success whithersoever thou goest. This book 
of the law shall not depart out of thy mouth, but thou shalt 
meditate therein day and night, that thou mayest observe to 
do according to all that is written therein ;: for then thou 
shalt make thy ways prosperous, and then thou shalt have 
good success.” 


Judaism exerts its hallowing influence over all aspects of 
human life. Our material and economic needs are con- 
sidered in the Festival's designation as Yom ha-Bikkurim, 
the Day of the First-Fruits. Very moving ts the Biblical 
description of the declaration that was made by our fore- 
fathers in bringing their offerings to the Sanctuary: “.. . 
And the Lord brought us forth out of Egypt with a mighty 
hand, and with an outstretched arm, and with great terrible- 
ness, and with signs, and with wonders. And He hath 
brought us into this place, and hath given us this land, a 
land flowing with milk and honey. And now, behold, I 
have brought the first of the fruit of the land, which Thou, 
O Lord, hast given me.” In our reading of the Book of 
Ruth, we are reminded of this agricultural aspect of the 
Festival, with its teaching of kindness and generosity. For 
the heroine of this book 1s a Moabite stranger, who came 
to accept Israel's Torah, and who was later honoured as 
the ancestress of King David and of the Messiah to come. 
In her story is an incomparable description of the harvest- 
time, with its Hebraic laws of charity expressed in the 
regulations about the gleanings of the field. 


[he spirit and purpose of these philanthropic laws are 
pull far from being antiquated. 


MORE FACT-FINDING 


THE eyes of the world will follow with eager and anxious 
interest the work of the United Nations Fact-Finding 
Commission On Palestine, which will hold its tmaugural 
session next Monday in order to decide on matters of 
procedure. By its terms of reference, the Commission ts 
empowered to investigate all questions and issues relevant 
to the problem of Palestine, and to conduct investigations 
both in Palestine itself and wherever it may deem useful. 
Obviously, it is likely to cover much of the same ground 


‘as last year’s Anglo-American Committee of Inquiry, 


which heard evidence in Washington and in London, then 
visited the D.P. centres on the Continent, and finally took 
evidence from Jews, Arabs, and British in Palestine and the 
neighbouring Arab countries. 


When the United Nations session began, very few 
observers expected that the Great Powers would show their 
hands clearly on the substance of the issue and, in fact, 


there was considerable disappointment at the failure of the 
Mandatory Government itself to take any very clear line, 
based upon its international obligations. Next week's 
Annual Conference of the British Labour Party provides 
the Government with an excellent opportunity for a gesture 
in the field of immigration, generous enough to indicate 
that the White Paper is not to be a guiding line of British 
policy during the interim period. Whatever views may be 
held about the reference of the problem to the United 
Nations, it leaves not a vacuum but Britain's obligations 
under the Mandate as the true status quo. Britain herself 
invoked the aid of the international forum. It is, therefore, 
fitting that she should at the same time revert to the policy 
laid down in the Mandate and uphold the rule of inter- 
national law. But, leaving legal considerations aside, such 
a gesture would strike a deadly blow at terrorism and 
restore to Anglo-Jewish relationships the spirit of cordiality 
in which alone negotiations can be frurtful. 

Ihe American Secretary of State has said that his 
Government will defer development of its policy on 
Palestine pending the United Nations’ investigations and 
report. It is to be hoped that when the American Govern- 
ment makes its views known, either to the Fact-Finding 
Commission. or to the September Assembly, its policy will 
be found to conform with the traditional attitude of 
support tor the Jewish National Home expressed in Presi- 
dential “statements and Congress resolutions, and in the 
official platforms of both the Republicans and the 
Democrats 


Perhaps the most significant speech made at the recent 
session was that of Mr. Gromyko, the Soviet spokesman, 
who uttered a considered plea for the avoidance of “ any 
one-sided solution of the PaleMtine problem.” Not only 
did Mr. Gromyko refer to “the indisputable fact that 
Palestine is inhabited by two peoples—Arabs and Jews— 
each of which has historical roots in Palestine,” but, in a 
most striking passage, he stated that it would be unfair 
to refuse to reckon with, or to deny the right of, the Jewish 
people to satisfaction of their aspiration “to create their 
own State.” Accordingly, Mr. Gromyko, while reserving 
the final attitude of the Soviet Union towards the various 
solutions hitherto propounded, indicated the interest of the 
Soviet delegation in “the creation of an independent 
democratic Arab-Jewish State,” which, he said, “ should 
be based on equal mghts for the Jewish and Arab popula- 
tions,’ or, failing that, “in the division of Palestine into 
two independent States—Jewish and Arab.” Mr. Shertok 
has commented that the Russian position on Palestine, as 
expressed by Mr. Gromyko, tended to lift Palestine out of 
the realm of power politics. Is it too much to hope that 
we may yet reach a position where Mr. Dalton’s speech at 
the Annual Conference of the British Labour Party in 1945 
may prove to have been prophetic? He said then: 

“ If we are to get an agreed settlement; if it is to stand firm and 
unshaken by changes from year to year, it is indispensable that it 
should be backed and supported by the American and Soviet Govern- 
ments as well as by the British Govefnment, and in my view steps 
shauld be taken in consultation with those two Governments to 
see whether we cannot get that common support for a policy which 
will give us a happy. a -free, and prosperous Jewish. Siate in 
Palestine.” 


A harmonising of the policies of the. Western Powers 
and of the Soviet Union in relation to the problems of 
Palestine and the Middle East could well be the precursor 
of a much wider intermational settlement, laying the 
foundations of an enduring peace. 


“ DEFENCE ” DISSENSIONS 

OncE again the subject of dissensions in Jewish anti- 
defamation work has been debated at the Board of Deputies. 
Ihe report of the Defence Committee gave rise to a lively 
discussion last Sunday regarding “splinter” groups. This 
matter seems by way of becoming something of a hardy 
monthly, as no progress appears yet to have been made in 
restoring the splinters to the counsels of the Defence Com- 
mittee set up so many years ago by the Deputies. In a small 
community such as ours, subject, unfortunately, to constant 
unjust attack and vilification from without, disunity in the 
mechanism of defence cannot be afforded. The dissipation of 
strength and overlapping of effort must militate against success, 
Rival and competing campaigns can only confuse our friends 
and delight our enemies. Such conduct is all the more ill- 
advised, since no-one questions the necessity for the work of 
anti-defamation but only what are the most effective measures 
tv adopt. The dispute arises over method rather than principle. 
One can appreciate the point of view of our young ex-Service 
men and women who, on returning to civilian life, find—to 
their amazement and disgust—that the lessons of the war in 
the political field are very far from having been learnt, They 
see with indignation that, notwithstanding the Allied victory 
for which they, with their fellow-citizens of other faiths, fought 
so hard, they have gained little peace from the attacks of anti- 
Semitism. Is it surprising that they demand vigorous and 
energetic action? But these ex-members of the Forces, together 
with others of our youth, must not be led by their enthusiasm 
into irresponsible and separatist courses. Many of their elders 
have an accumulated experience and knowledge of public life 
which may be no less valuable than the vigour of youth. There 
is room—or, rather, need—for both in our ranks, but they must 
subordinate themselves to the common cause. The “43 
Group,” for example, does not help matters by persisting in 
maintaining its isolation from the Defence Committee, and the 
latter body has a duty to do everything to facilitate renewed 
co-operation. If negotiations between the two have so far 
failed, then they should both try again. There is also another, 
more militant, “splinter” group, the “ Jewish Legion.” It is 
probably too much to hope, however, that it will heed the 
counsels of moderation as it is consciously based by its founders 
on the tenets of Zionist Revisionism and jts propaganda has an 
obvious bias in that direction.

Not Consistent 


Before proceeding to examine whether this alt 
tude has any material justification, | should lke to 
point out that it is lacking in logical consistency 
and deliberately ignores the political issue. If Jews 
are indeed possessed of complete civil and political 
equality, whv should they not as British citizens 
exercise exactly the same rrehts wm criticising ihe 
Government as are exercised by ther non-Jewish 
fellow-citizens? No exception has ever been taken 
to a British Jew expressing his views, even if they 
were unfavourable, on the Government's policy in 
Egypt or India Why then should objection be 
raised to his expressing his views, even if they are 
unfavourable. on the Government's policy in 
Palestine? Nobody has ever suggesied that non- 
Jews may not criticise this policy as forcibly and 
as bitterly as they please. lence, to suggest that 
Jews should refrain from such criticism 1s to dis- 
criminate against them and to whittle down their 
rights of equality. This sort of suggestion ts all the 
more astonishing as Jewish criticism, tor the most 
part, is identical in argument and substance with 
the aftacks on the White Paper regime that were 
made frequently and vociferously by leading mem- 
bers of the Labour Cabinet before they were 
returned to power. 

Another weakness on the part of those who resent 
Jewish criticism 1s that they avoid dealing with 
what is pre-eminently a political question by 
advancing what they consider a moral argument. 
Such tactics may perhaps be due to ignorance of 
the elements of the problem, or, on the other hand, 
may be actuated by an awareness of the Govern- 
ment’s unjust policy and the desire to protect it 
in the supposed interests of the country.

In the spring of 1936 the Palestine Government 
enjoyed an accumulated surplus of £6,500,000 
Thanks to the large influx of both Jewish settlers 
and Jewish capital, and to the prosperity created 
by Jewish industry and enterprise, the Government 
had been able for several years not only to balance 
its budget but also to set aside a steadily increasing 
Surplus. So far from Palestine having any need 
as Transjordan has always had need-—of financial 
aid from Britain, it was even able to dispense with 
the loan of £2,000.000 which Parliament voted in 
1934 for the resetilement of displaced Arabs and 
for various public works, as the Money necessary 
was available out of its own savings. Even in 1942 
the Palestine Government still had a surplus of 
£5.266.000. and if that has since melted away

Executive Committee for adoption, the President 
referred to what he described as an unkind and 
unfair article which had appeared in a recent issuc 
of Tue CHuronic_e in which, in his 
ment, the Board was very unfairly attacked. i 
was disloyal, he said. to the Board, to have com- 
municated the terms of the agenda of the Executive 
Committee to Tue JewrsH CHRonicce; and if that 
sort of thing was going to happen in public life, he 
thought that a new terror would be added to the 
functions of any Jewish communal institution. THt 
Jewish had stated that at an Executive 
meeting of the Board on March 13, they resolved to 
take action with regard to two impending retire- 
ments of certain officials and that the Executive had 
taken upon itself to proceed to deal with those 
appointments There was no resolution by the 
Executive Committee, but a decision of the full 
Board—a very important difference. A _ further 
reference was made by the Editor of [ue Jewtsy 
CuHronicte to the fact that the report, marked 
“private and confidential.” had not been circulated 
or made public. The words “private and confi 
dential,” said Mr. Landau, were not placed on the 
report by the Board, but by the Special Committee

The Resolution

CAREERS ADVICE 


The Infants’ Schools, often described as one of 
the outstanding features of our educational system, 
have been making a signal contribution towards 
our national life. But in informed educational! 
circles it os feared that unless there is a consider- 
able increase in the number of infants’ teachers 
there will be a serious situation for the schools. 
One great local education authority recently stated 
that they might have to limit the hours of some of 
their infants’ departments or temporarily close them 
down unless some of their former infants’ teachers 
came forward to help. It is rather ironic to reflect 
that the country had been warned on all sides of 
the dangers of a declining birth-rate, and now that 
we have the heartening sign of a steep rise mm the 
number of births, indicated by 820,000 in 1946, as 
compared with 651,000 in 1942, this crucial problem 
of a shortage of infants’ teachers ts developing. The 
Ministry of Education ts anxious to encourage 
further applications from prospective § infants’ 
teachers for the Emergency Training Scheme. 
Women between the ages of 21 and 35 are eligible 
provided they have undertaken one year’s National 
Service. at least, either in the Forces or m any 
full-time employment to which the candidate was 
directed by the Ministry of Labour or in which she 
was allowed to remain by the Ministry. Women 
over 35 may apply, if they can satssfy the authorities 
that they will profit by training and make good 
teachers. The training lasts for a year, tuiuon is 
free, and maintenance allowances are payabie. 
This course leads to the status of “ quahhed 
teacher.” Application forms are obtainable trom 
Ministry of Education, Teachers Branch, 14-22, 
Lennox Gardens, London, S.W.t1.

It is, however, not alone by financial 
tions to Britain and the British Treasury 
Yishuv has more than made good whatever 
owe to the Mandatory.

KASHER POULTRY 
To the Editor of THe Jewisu CHRronicia 


Sire.—On March 14. I wrote to the President of 
the Board of Deputies, asking him to convene a 
conference of all interested communal organisations 
io consider the best means of Stamping out the 
black market in Kasher poultry. Il received a reply 
from the Clerk to the Board, writicn on behall ot 
Professor Brodeisky, in his absence m Amertca, in 
terms similar in effect to the letter from the Board 
of Deputies’ Press Officer which appeared in your 
last issuc. Neither the Press Officer nor the Clerk 
has in any way intimated that Professor Brodetsky 
is prepared to call a conference, but on the contrary 
have given reasons why they consider one would be 
futile. I therefore reassert that the President of the 
Board of Deputies has declined to convene a con- 
ference. 

Whatever efforis were made in the past to deal 
with thes evil, different considerations now apply. 
First, the war is over: secondly, the possibility of 
importing poultry from overseas is casier; and 
thirdly. population is more static, ag evacuation has 
ceased. Above all, the evil has bébome far more 
widespread as a result of the greater circulation of 
black-market pound notes. 

Austerity functions will release more pouliry for 
Kasher boarding-houses and restaurants and also for 
private individuals who are already purchasing im 
the black market. The extra poultry will not tind 
its way to the table of the Jewish housewife who is 
not prepared io soil her hands with black market 
produce. 

The possibility of a further intensification of food 
shortages makes the need ior drastic and immediate 
action all the more imperative. No stone must be 
left unturned and the Jewish housewife must take 
her full and mghttul place on the Executive of the 
Shechita Board as well as at any conference which 
may ultimately be convened. 

The Press Officer asserts that 1 is not in accord- 
ance with the facts that the President of the Board 
has declined to call a conference. 1! now repeat my 
request that he should convene a conference of al! 
imterested parties and I further repeat my challenge 
io the leaders of the organisations concerned, 
Acvion or Resignation.”

Golders 


Green ssttors welcome 


A “ DEFENCE” SYMPOSIUM 
Conflicting Viewpoints 


a Jewisn Curonicte Reporter] 


Four points of view on Jewish Defence were 
presented at a symposium arranged by the Stand# 
ing Conference of Jewish Youth last week at‘ the 
Adolph Tuck Hall, W.C. But on some heads all 
speakers were agreed: on the unsuitability of the 
name “Jewish Defence; on the need for such 
work; and on the necessity for Jewish education 
among Jewish youth and adults. 

The first viewpomt was expressed by the - Rev. 
B. Cherrick, who contended that the whole attitude 
taken by Jewry in this country had been a form of 
apologia. He beleved this form of approach 
could achieve little success. The only real approach 
to Jewish Detence, said Mr. Cherrick, which could 
be satisfying to their self-respect as Jews and also 
successful was the approach of full Jewish 
Nationalism. Ihey had to declare themselves 
members of a particular faith and a_ particulai 
people, with 7 in the constructive achievements 
of the Jewish National Home in Palestine. 


Defence of “ Defence ~ 


Mr. Frank Renton, as “defender” of the Defence 
Committee, complained that the great mass of Jews 
were completely detached from the probiem of 
anti-Semitism, which was fomented by international 
gangsters. They had to fight this menace as an 
integral part of the British people. He championed 
the kind of defence the Board of Deputies had 
initiated in the years 1935 to 1939; but from the 
time of the last war the policy of the Defence Com- 
mittee had undergone a fundamental change. Their 
policy was to expose the British Nazis with the aid 
of all those who wished to safeguard human rights. 
[hey must awaken the British people that these 
Fascists were playing the Hitler game 

Rabbi Kopul Rosen said that no self-respecting 
community could allow itself to be maligned with- 
out hitting back. But defence was an attempt to 
fight anti-Semitism with anti-anti-Semitism The 
real answer to anti-Semitism was Semitism. The 
anti-Semite objected not only to Jewish behaviour 
but to Jewish existence and to all that was Jewish; 
and the answer to them was the strengthening of 
Jewish lite rhe first duty of Jewish vouth was to 
be well-informed and practising Jews. 

Mr. Leonard Stein considered the problem one of 
public relations rather than of defence. It was a 
problem of group relationship which inevitably 
arose when there was a distinguishable element in 
the midst of a majority with a different origin and 
outlook. One of the reasons for strained relation- 
ship was the creation of an artificial “we and 
they relationship. It was as artificial as the Jew 
who tried to make out he was not-a Jew at all. 
He beheved that however valuable propaganda was, 
much more depended on impressions made by indi- 
viduals on the people wih whom they came imto 
contact.

Many 
boys and girls from other hostels in London as weil 
as visitors from, the neighbouring Jewish Com- 
munities at Luton and Northampton took part in 
the celebration 

The celebration was opened with a. tea party 
This was followed by a programme of songs. 
readings, sketches, and stories, and there was also 
a play illustrating the problems that have faced, 
and are still facing, continental youth. Congratu- 
latory speeches were made on behalf of the youth 
group, and the Kibbutz and Hashomer Hatzair.

Jewish Legion Renew Offer

A offer to the British Government to go to 


.Palestine and replace British soldiers there was 


renewed by Major S. Weiser, on behalf of the 

ewish Legion, at a rally held by the Legion in 
Trafalgar Square on Sunday. The offer, in the form 
of a resolution, which also contained an appeal 
to open the gates of Palestine, was later taken to 
Downing Street. 

Major Weiser declared that the Jews should 
never split their loyalty. It must be retained for 
their own country, people, and flag. The reason, 
he thought, why British soldictagwere being killed 
in Palestine was that young men saw their parents. 
brothers, and sisters, who had been travelling from 
port to port, being turned away from Palestine, 
their only salvation 

The British soldiers, added Major Weiser. who 
have returned from Palestine realised what the 
Jew had done for the country, and while they 
opposed him, they found that they had to admire 
and respect him.
